1 jeet says that when the big darn is built 
at Sterling on Rock rivor, as planned 
by the Hennepin canal eng ineer?, it 
will raise the level of the water in that 
stream ton fact, and 
make a g reat 
chang e in the character of that ¡man- 
diatu section of the country. 
It is not 
impossible t hat t he result of building 
this dam will bo a considerable modifi­ 
cation of the local climate. 
This raising of the water will back 
( he water clear up to Dixon, sixteen 
miles above Sterling , and for some six 
miles of the distance will perceptibly 
widen the rivor, making of it a lake | 
with a slug g ish current. 
At the wid­ 
est point this lake will lie about a mile ' 
and a half wide 
It. will taper toward i 
the upper end, and it runs out to u , 
fine point, and along the hig h blutf 
1 
banks that confine it in the vicinity of ' 
Star mg , its lower end, it will not be j 
wider than the river is now, but be­ 
tween thei->e ends it will swell and ! 
spread and make a small inland sea it ; 
will contain over six sq uare miles of j 
water and it will be the larg est inland 
lake in the state of Illinois. 
Iowa has 
lakes that are larg er, but. Illinois is a 
state that, is practically lakuless, and 
those lakes she has, excepting , 
of 
course, her contact with the Great 
Lakes, are mainly of m an’s making , 
and not of God’s. 
In thus raising the level of this sec­ 
tion of Rock riyer. and spreading it 
out over four sq uare miles of g ood 
Rock river bottom land, the g overn­ 
ment lays itself liable for damag es, of 
course. 
It has had to buy that land. 
Some of it is in bottom, and some of 
it is island land. 
The islands ar*- not 
cultivated, Out they bear heavy forest, 
and the people who own the timber on 
them are now hustling it oil', as fast as 
they can cut it, so as to have it out of 
the way and on the market before thn 
dam Is built and the water turned 
on them. 
But they are likely to have 
two or three years before the Hoods 
come. The main line of the Chicag o 
A Northwestern road passes thru Sterl­ 
ing , and on up Rock river some little 
distance along its northwestern bamc. 
For a considerable part of this dis­ 
tance* the lint* of the road is below the 
dang er line of the river, as the en­ 
g ineers have located the altitude of 
that line with reference to the raise of 
the water. 
The road must g o up, of 
‘ourse, and the g ov rument must pay 
the bill. 
It takes $20,0 ( 0 to do this. 
But, if it has cost heavily to buy 
some 2 . 100 acres of farm land and re* 
o> ate a railroad, there are to be some 
e mi pen.-itious for the making of 
the 
lake. 
For instance, while the fishing 
in the vicinity of Milan in understood 
to be g oo :, the fishing in this lake 
Oug ht to be the very best. It will have 
current enoug h to be fresh, and there, 
will be but little seining of the fish, to 
the end that they are utterly destroy- 
e 1, as is being done in some of tbe 
other streams in this part of the coun­ 
try. 
The stumps and brush that are 
g oing to be left on the islands and the 
bottom lands will make the man who 
trie? to run a seine there wish that his 
g randfather had lived and died a bach- 
e O!*, and if there is any 
w a te r in the 
Sucker state where a fish should have 
a chance to g row old and die in peace 
it should be in this lake that is to b** 
Tbe object of the creation of this 
body of water, and the conMderabie 
•hang e in its level, is easy to under­ 
load. 
The summit level—the hig hest 
eve!— of the Hennepin canal, as has 
been stated, is the portion of the main 
ine that must receive, more or less 
ontinuailj 
, a supply of water, to make 
g ood that which continually runs down 
throug h the locks or g oes up by evac­ 
uation. 
Tne feeuer, which taps tbe 
i..Ac k river a . Ster.ing , enters the sum- 
nit level. 
The altitude of the summ it 
eve! is fixed by the character of the 


i ¡to tbe g round than it ha» teeo t v 
would be a g ig antic tank, involving

So it happens that the summit

They have put the g overn­ 
ment to g reat expen-e in order to save 
a few miles of canal, that is frcm Rock 
Falls to Dixon. 
Thoug h not intended, 
the shortening has been, as THE TelE- 
uRAIMI sug g ested above, g reat benefit 
to this city. Tapping Rock river at 
Sterling seema to call for the forcing 
of water into running up hill, but the 
eng ineers evade this difficult req uire­ 
ment by damming Rock river at Ster­ 
ling , and thus rai-ir g its level

a mile of rig ht of way consumes fid.fid 
acres. 
It may be a fair approximation 
to sa\ that that the sum averag es near- 
er fifi.5 acres per mile for the ninety-six 
miles. 
(’rices of this land vary g reatly. 
Some of it, where it is poor, cheap be­ 
cause far from railroad and 
market 
arid otherwise not of first-class, was g ot 
fairly cheap, but there wasa g ocd deal 
of other* land that did not come cheap. 
In cases where a field was cut in two. 
part of it one side on which its owner’s 
homo was situated, and part on the 
other side, with the nearest big way 
bridg e a long way oiT, the g overnment 
has allowed damag e? for the land cut 
off, at a fig ure somewhere below its 
full value. 
In 
other 
places g ood 
homes, houses, barnes, outbuilding s, 
orchards; etc., have been fairly bit, 
and these have been boug ht at a fair 
price. 
1 n the vicinity of Rock Falls, 
I whore the feeder line enters Rock 
j River, the price of the rig ht of way was 
very hig h and a little of it consumed 
j a larg e amount of Uncle Sam ’s cash. 
The rig ht of way, problem, which has I 
been a larg e one for several years, de- I 
manding the time and attention of a ! 
special attorney, is fairly at an end. 
Assistant United States District A t­ 
torney C, B. Morrison of late years has 
had charg e of this canal rig ht of way 
business.
